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The amendment received 31 May 2005 has been made of record. Claims 1-20 
are pending. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Takagishi et al. 

Takagishi et al disclose rubber compositions suitable for tire treads. These 
compositions are taught as comprising one or more elastomers, silica and carbon black 
filler and coupling agent. 

The primary elastomer is taught as a copolymer comprising butadiene, 
acrylamides, hydroxyacrylates and vinyl aromatics in relative proportions such as 
claimed instantly. Each of the acrylic monomers is taught as present alone or in 
combination of two or more. 

This primary elastomer is taught as having a Mooney viscosity of between 10 
and 200. 

A second diene based elastomer is taught as being present in relative amounts 
such as claimed instantly. 

The use of a combination of silica and carbon black is disclosed and relative 
amounts such as claimed instantly are taught. 

Triethoxysilylpropyl tetrasulfide is specifically taught as coupling agent. 
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The processes for compounding these rubber compositions disclosed by the 
reference at column 1 1 , lines 39-52 are seen as meeting the limitations of the instant 
process since applicant's step 2 is recited as suitably carried out in the same step as 
step 1 . Alternatively, since applicant's claims are directed to a product by process, 
applicants need demonstrate patentably distinct properties flowing from any differences 
in the process steps. 

Therefore, the reference anticipates the rejected claims.
